"Tho Oolonial Engineer :—I rise atthe 
request of your’ Excellency to make a brief 
statement relative to the defonoos of Singa- 

ore, The last time that tho question came 
Jefore this Council at. any Jength was in 
May of last year, when a discussion’ wos 
raised by hon’ble members at the other end 
of the tablo rolativo to the delay in commenc- 
ing our. fortifications, The ~ information 
which w% then had was.of a meagre descrip- 
tion. We were in: possession of a parlia- 
mentary paper from which it appeared that 
the works of defenco were estimated to cost 
£75,000, to be borne by the Cclony, and 
the armament £40,000, to be borne by the 
Imperial Government.; We were ‘also in
